President Cleveland issued his pro- 
clamation on Friday calling an extra 
session of Congress to conver.e 
at 12 m. August 7. The finan- 
cial entanglement is the only 
question mentioned for tho consider- 
ation^of this extra session of the Fifty- 
third Congress. The text of tho proc- 
lamation is as follows : 

Executive Mansion, Washington, 
D. C, June 30, 1893.— Whereas, the 
distrust and apprehension concerning 
the financial situation which pervade 
all business circles have already caus- 
ed great loss and damage to our peo- 
ple and threaten to cripple our mer- 
chants, stop the wheels of manufac- 
ture, bring distress and privation to 
our farmers and withhold from our 
workingmen the wage of labor; and 

Whereas, The present perilous con- 
dition is largely the result of a finan- 
cial policy which the Executive 
branch of the Government finds em- 
bodied in unwise laws which must be 
executed until repealed by Congress; 

Now, therefore, I, Orover Cleveland, 
President of the United States, in per- 
formance of a constitutional dutv, do' 
by this proclamation, declare that an 
extraordinary occasion requires the 
convening of both Houses ot the Con- 
gress of the United States, at the Cap- 
itol, in the city of Washington, on the 
7th day of August next, at 12 o'clock 
noon, to the end that the people may 
be relieved through legislation from 
present and impending danger and 
distress. All those entitled to act as 
members of the Fifty-third Congress 
are required to take notice of this 
proclamation and attend at the time 
and plate above stated. 

Given under my hand and the seal 
of the United States, at the city of 
Washington, on the 30th day of June, 
in the year of out- ix>rd one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-three, and 
of tho independence of the United 
States the one hundred aud seven- 
teenth.

The method of measuring the can- 
dle power of light is simply to move 
an object along a graded scale, away 
from the light, until it ceases to cast 
a shadow ; a mark on the scale at 
this point indicating the candle power 
of the flame.

A nwent census report shows that 
there are 81,000 houses in New York, 

occupied by a number of families so 
great as to imply that there are 
nearly four families (3.82) for every 
house in the metropolis. When it is 
recalled that there are thousands of 
beautiful homes in New York occu- 
pied each by one family only, that 
miles of avenues and streets are 
lined with houses each individually 
owned and occupied by one family 
group, it will be realized to what ex- 
tent in other parts of the city crowd 
ing occurs, when to accomodate an 
average of nearly four families to 
each house the remaining houi 
only are available. 

Comparing the condition of N 
York with Philadelphia the diff erei 
is most marked. In Philadelphia the 
average number of families to each 
house is one family and one-tenth, 
as against three families and 
three-quarters in New York for each 
house. In New York the average 
for each house is 18 people, while in 1 
Philadelphia the average is not 6 
people per house. The death rate 
tells the rest In New York it is 28 
i every 1,000, in Philadelphia 28 per 
1,000. While New York has 18 peo- 
ple to each house, London has only 
7, with a death rate B per cent lower 
than New York. 

The extent of the crowding in New 
York Is made painfully apparent by 
the statement of the national census, 
which shows that out ofapopuia 
rionof 1,000,000 no less a number 
than 1,200,000 live in apartments, 
and tenements. Still further is 
this confirmed by the sanitary cen- 
sus made by the police in which it 
was found that there were herded in 
what the board of health designates 
as the "tenement district" no less 
than 27$, 000 families. This number,

When choosing poultry select birds 
that are plump aud broad across the 
breast, showing some fat in the back, 
with white, fine-grained skin, smooth 
legs, and toes that may easily be 
broken when bent back, writes Mary 
Lcc White In an article 
tion of Meat and Poultry," in the 
April Ladies, Home Journal. The 
absense of these signs indicates that 
fowls are old. Poultry that is dry 
picked is considered the best ; poultry 
has been scalded before being picked 
mayberecoguizedby the skin, which 
will look smooth and be tightly drawn 
)ver the fleeh. When purchasing 
iprlng chickens to broil, select those 
with yellow legs aud firm white skiu 
hose with dark legs arc usually of an 
ufcrior quality. If, as sometimes 
happens, you are offered by your 
marketman birds that have had their 
feet chopped from the legs, look ask- 
ance at the proposal. This means 
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usually, though not invariably, that 
the poultry while In storage have come 
into temporary possession of cats or 
rats, and the claws ihave been the 
parts to be attacked. 

A well-bred aud well-fed mule 
grows quickly into a product of value 
and is easily convertible iulo cash at 
any age. 

An outfit Of hay caps will often 
prove an advantage in harvesting the 
clover. 

Breed for size and quality horses 
that aro in demand in all the h( 
arkets of the world; heavy draft 
id stylish coachers command 
emium above production, while th 
tlo horses do not pay to raise. 
More demands on the way potatoes 
e grown than oh variety to deter 
ine quality. The mealiness whic] 
comes from plenty of starch can only 
found in potatoes whose foliage is 
perfect. Soggy potatoes can be groi 
of any variety by neglecting the 
potato bug or by injuring the potato 
foliage with over-doses of Paris greon. 
Currants and gooseberries are readily 
propagated from cuttings, and will 
make a large growth when even a 
small piece of root is attached. With 
plenty of root we have known a few 
bunches of currants to be ripened on 
plants sot out the previous fall or early 

the spring. But if the plant l 
bo layered and new wood made it is 
not best to leave any fruit on it. 

There is no certainty of killing all 
or even a majority of the old potato 
by poisoning. They eat very 
little when the time comes for the 
females to lay their eggs, and tho only 
•e way to rid the plants of them is 
to haudpick and thus destroy them. 

>n the earliest planted pota- 
toes the labor of hand-picking is not 
so great as is commonly supposed.

For Burbank's Early Maine the claims 
made are earliness, pnro white cob, ker- 
nels net cream white, sweet and Juicy, 
stalks medium height and bearing in 
good soil two ears to the stalk. Good 
words are also said for Clark's None- 
such, a strong growing and heavy yield- 
ing sweet corn. 

The Hickory King is generally con- 
ceded to be the largest grained and 
smallest cobbed pure white dent corn in 
cultivation. The ears run from 7 to 9 
inches in length. The Hickory King 
ripens medium early and is especially 
adapted to thin soils, but is not recom- 
mended as a safe crop north of the lati- 
tude of Pennsylvania. A quite new field 
corn is the One Hundred-day Bristol, a

large eared early yellow dent corn said 
to be ready to harvest within 100 days 
from time of planting.

Here is what M. Sumner Perkins tells 
in The Rural New Yorker about Leg- 

"The more acquaintance I have with 
the Leghorn tho more I am inclined to 
believe that she is the fowl for business, 
for practical work upon the farm. Par- 
ties in offering objections to this breed 
lay by far too much stress upon the fact 
that as a table bird the Leghorn 'is not 
in it' Reasoning in a similar way, it 
might be said that the Jersey cow is of no 
value, since she is worth little or nothing 
for beef, yet of course no sensible person 
will speak thus of the Jersey, as for the 
work for which she is intended she is 
without a rival Likewise the Leghorn 
has been bred for a specific purpose- 
vis., the production of eggs— and it is f au- 
to judge the fowl only from this basis. 

"Let those that think so much of sub- 
stance in a fowl just estimate what a 
very small proportion of the profit on a 
hen comes from the sale of the carcass. 
A couple of dozen eggs will usually rep- 
resent the entire value of an old hen in 
market, and the Leghorn may be count- 
ed upon to produce at least four dozen 
mere eggs per year than the so called 
market breeds. So obviously this ques- 
tion of market poultry value is unduly 
weighed. If the Leghorn is utilized as a 
fertiliser only at the close of her useful- 
ness, still the breed will oome out ahead. 
Farmers must have the best laying fowl. 
All else is entirely of a secondary na- 
ture, " 

Cutting Seed Potatoes 

Cutting seed potatoes for planting has 
been a prolific subject for discussion, and 
many even today hold adverse opinions 
concerning the size of the pieces for 
planting. At the Indiana station there 
have been experiments conducted for a 
long time, and the authorities give as 
conclusive facts the results of their 
trials. It was found that pieces about 
the same size, but some containing mora 
eyes than others, produced almost the 
same size stalk and number of tubers. 
"There was really no advantage in in- 
creasing tho number of eyes to the piece. 
Increasing the size of the piece of po- 
tato, however, gave a corresponding in- 
crease in tho number of stalks. From 
this it may bo judged that a small piece 
of patato can nourish only one eye, and 
increasing the number of eyes without 
increasing the size of the piece of potato 
is of no avail. Tho eyes at tho seed end 
of the potato act as a single eye, and not 
as independent ones capable of produc- 
ing as many stalks as there are apparent 
eyes. There is more importance in tho 
stze'in which the potatoes are cut than 
in the number of eyes to the piece. Tho 
tubers should be cut uniformly in about 
1, a'or 3-ounce pieces. This may be done 
in almost entire disregard to the.position 
of the" eyes. It is uniformity of size in 
the pieces that produces tho most uni- 
form and best crop, according to the 
experiments conducted at the Indiana 
station.

The experienced 
need theseoatalogueu to keep abreast with 
the times, for each season now marks 
new and improved varieties in every de- 
partment. 'To beginners they are' inval- 
uable with their descriptions of standard 
' directions for tho 
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In England and in many parts of 
Europe proper they have for a long 
time been Using for a horseshoe a 
regular curiosity made of com- 
pressed leather. At the factory 
where they are made three thick- 
nesses of common cowskiu are 
pressed into a steel mold, and 
while held in position by powerful 
clamps are subjected to a bath of 
some chemical preparation which 
makes them surprisingly hard and 
durable. It is claimed for these 
shoes that ffliey are much lighter and 
last longer than those made of iron, 
also that split hoofs are unknown in 
horses constantly provided with 
them. The shoe is perfectly smooth 
on the bottom, no calks being re- 
quired, the impact causing the sur- 
face to adhere even on the smoothest 
ice. Although, as above stated, tho 
shoe is hard and durablo, it is also 
very elastic, thus preventing sprains 
and bruises nud making tho horse's 
step lighter and surer. Straw treat- 
ed with a solution unknown to 
American and 
has been used for 
centuries in Japan. Perhaps somo 
American genius will outdo England 
and the Japs by giving us a durablo 
paper horseshoe. Who knows!— 
Philadelphia Press. 

Pari, Skeleton*. 

Paris is the head center of the skel- 
eton trade. The mode of preparation 
is a very delicate operation. The 
scalpel is first called into requisition 
to remove the muscular tissues. Its 
work being done, the bones are boiled, 
being carefully watched meanwhile 
that they may not be overdone. Aft- 
er this cannibalistic procedure they 
are bleached in the sun. Even the 
spots of grease are sure to appear 
when they are exposed to heat The 
French treat these with ether and 
benzine, securing thereby a dazzling 
whiteness, which is a distinguishing 
mark of their skeletons. They aro 
warranted never to turn yellow and 
to stand the test of any climate. New 
York in midsummer is not too hot 
for them. They are put together by 
a master hand. 

A brass rod with all the proper cur- 
vatures supports the spinal column. 
Delicate brass wires hold the ribs in 
place. Hinges of tho most perfect 
workmanship give to the joints a 
graceful and lifelike movement. 
Cleverly concealed hooks and eyes 
render disjunction at pleasure possi- 
ble.

Setting Out Strawberry Plai 
Strawberry plants should beset out 
in rows four feet apart, with the plants 
two feet apart in the row ;that is, if 
you are going to use the strong-grow- 
mercial kinds. If the land is 
iced the rows may be one 
foot nearer, but I get the best re- 
from the above ^distance. It is 
customary to take runners of the pre- 
ceding year's growth. Such plants 
have white roots, and are thrifty and 
grow much better than older plants. 
They will not bear more than a tenth 
of a crop the first season, if allowed to 
' first year, but all the fruit 
should be picked off the first year, so 
that the whole strength of the plant is 
thrown into forming new plants 
which will fruit the next year-

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A Novel Fodder 

Farmers and all those who have rea- 
son to dread the ill cffccU of prolonged 
drouth on their cat.le will welcome 
the recent demonstrations of M.GIrard 
in his series of experiments to test the 
nourishing quality of tree leaves as 
cattle fodder. Careful analysis ena- 
bled M. Glrard to declare that 
leaves of trees, as compared with 
other fodders, show a^hlgh nourishing 
ratio, whether fresh or dried. In hii 
opinion leaves are not surpassed as fod- 
der by the products of natural prairies 
or pasturo landts. These conclusions 
based on chemical analysis, have been 
amply confirmed by experiments as to 
the digestibility of tree leaves when 
given as food to cattle, 
says that good crops of tree leaves 
could be gathered without in any 
way damaging'the forests by arrest 
lag timber growth, provided the gath- 
ering of the leaves be carried on ju- 
diciously, so at not to deprive the trees 
of the very necessary "mouths' 
"lungs." It ha* been suggested that 
the use of leaf fodder would prove a 
source of Wealth to countries having a 
poor soil or arid climate. In 
the West India Islands 
of 

. when no other 
by the leaves of 
The foliage of some of 
these trees is both nutritious and stim- 
ulating, and Is said to be equal in 
work-producing qualities — notably in 
the case of the breadnut tree — to In- 
dian corn. Mr. Girard's views have 
been freely canvassed in England, 
where it is believed the use of leaves 
as cattle food during the dry weather 
spells would help the badly distressed 
farmers to tide over times of scarcity, 
so that they would not bo compelled 
to sell live stock at ruinously low 
prices, owing to the want of pasture 
fodder.— Cou rier-J ou rnal.
